HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

For  Smallpox,  the  Council  have  had  an  arrangement  with  the 
Norwich  Corporation  for  the  part  use  of  their  hospital  which  is 
situate  within  this  district.  This  will  cease  now  that  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  have  provided  accommodation  at  Little  Snoring 
for  the  whole  of  the  county. 

Other  infectious  cases  are,  whenever  possible,  treated  at  home, 
but  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  cases  are  admitted  to 
the  Norwich  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  hospital  of  the  Forehoe  and 
Henstead  Rural  District  Council. 

The  Norfolk  County  Council  has  completed  the  erection  of  a 
General  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  at  East  Dereham,  and  this  will 
be  opened  shortly. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  specimens  are  usually  sent  for  examination  to  the 
Laboratory  maintained  by  the  Norfolk  County  Council. 

Analysis  of  water  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst.

4  each  at  Hevingham  and  Wood  Dalling,  3  each  at  Hey  don,  Sprow- 
ston,  Swannington  and  Wroxham,  2  each  at  Hellesdon  and  Spixworth 
and  1  each  at  Tuttington,  Buxton,  Crostwick,  Honingham,  Horstead, 
Marsham,  Reepham,  Salhouse  and  Taverham. 

The  classification  according  to  ages  is  as  follows  : 

16  under  5  years,  34  from  5  to  10  years,  12  from  10  to  15  years, 
1  from  15  to  20  years,  1  from  20  to  30  years,  4  over  30  years. 

The  3  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  Hellesdon,  Horstead  and 
Rackheath,  and  are  classified  according  to  ages  as  follows  :  2  from 

5  to  10  years,  and  1  from  10  to  20  years. 

The  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  treated  at  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  the  securing  of  structural 
alterations  and  improvements  in  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  during  the 
year. 

The  present  number  of  cowkeepers  on  the  register  is  240 — being 
13  less  than  that  for  the  previous  year.  Although  nine  new 
“Accredited’ ’  Licences  were  issued,  there  are  only  41  persons  in  the 
District  holding  these  Licences,  compared  with  43  for  the  last  period 
under  review.  It  would  appear  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  this 
number  being  materially  increased,  and  this  would  point  to  the  need 
for  defining  a  bacteriological  standard  for  all  milk  apart  from  that 
produced  under  Licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936.  Records  relating  to  the  285  samples  taken  during  the 
year  will  be  found  in  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.  From 
these  it  will  be  observed  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  samples  taken 
during  the  summer  months  failed  to  comply  with  the  prescribed 
standard,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  Methylene  Blue  test  is  a 
particularly  sensitive  one  during  the  warm  weather,  so  much  so  that 
many  good  producers  became  somewhat  discouraged,  as  in  many 
cases  it  was  very  difficult  to  trace  the  reasons  for  failures,  and  this 
no  doubt  is  reflected  in  the  very  few  applications  for  Licences.  One 
source  of  trouble  was  found  to  be  in  the  insufficient  cleansing  of  the 
churns  in  some  of  the  larger  collecting  stations,  and  it  is  expected 
that  during  the  current  year  the  improvement  in  this  respect  will 
result  in  fewer  failing  samples. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  the  District 
Council  act  as  agents  of  the  County  Council,  making  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  to  the  granting  of  Licences  for  “Accredited”  milk,  and 
sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Officers  of  the  District  Council 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  PREMISES 
WHERE  FOOD  IS  PREPARED. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
supervision  of  these  premises,  and  details  will  be  found  in  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

SCHOOLS. 

A  survey  of  all  the  Schools  in  the  District  is  now  in  progress,  and 
in  general  there  is  little  change  in  the  conditions.  There  is  now  a 
tendency  to  centralize  schools,  and  for  this  modern  and  up-to-date 
buildings  are  being  erected.  The  process  is,  of  necessity,  very 
gradual,  but  it  most  certainly  is  a  general  improvement. 

SCAVENGING. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  carry  out  two  of  the 
scavenging  schemes  by  direct  labour  instead  of  by  contract,  as 
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formerly.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  as  the  work  is  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  com¬ 
plaints  are  extremely  rare. 

The  following  are  the  schemes  in  operation  : 

By  Direct  Labour — 

Catton,  Hellesdon  and  Sprowston. — Removal  of  night  soil 
from  479  closets  ;  removal  of  house  refuse  from  2,980  ashbins. 

Horsham  St.  Faith  with  Newton  St.  Faith. — Removal  of 
night  soil  in  the  village  from  245  closets,  and  house  refuse  from 
recently  erected  houses  near  the  Hellesdon  boundary. 

By  Contract — 

Aylsham. — Removal  of  night  soil  from  665  closets  ;  removal  of 
house  refuse  from  692  ashbins. 

Coltishall. — Removal  of  night  soil  from  268  closets  ;  removal 
of  house  refuse  from  284  ashbins. 

Foulsham. — Removal  of  night  soil  from  238  closets  ;  removal  of 
house  refuse  from  213  ashbins. 

Hackford  and  Reepham  Wards  of  Reepham. — Removal  of 
night  soil  from  290  closets  ;  removal  of  house  refuse  from  297 
ashbins. 

Lenwade  (a  hamlet  of  Gt.  Witchingham). — Removal  of  night 
soil  from  108  closets. 

At  Wroxham  there  is  a  voluntary  scheme  operating,  which  has 
worked  satisfactorily. 

The  disposal  of  house  refuse  collected  in  Old  Catton,  Hellesdon, 
Sprowston,  and  part  of  St.  Faith’s,  is  by  controlled  tipping  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  In  the  remaining  parishes  the  contractors 
dispose  of  the  refuse  on  sites  and  by  methods  approved  by  the 
Council.  This  latter  arrangement  produces  fairly  satisfactory 
results,  but  not  of  such  a  good  standard  as  those  under  the  Council’s 
direct  control.  The  cost  of  scavenging  in  a  rural  parish  imposes  a 
heavy  burden  on  that  parish,  and  of  necessity  the  scheme  must  be 
carried  out  as  cheaply  as  possible.  The  amalgamation  and  extension 
of  schemes  to  cover  scavenging  in  a  number  of  parishes  is  under 
consideration,  and  by  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  reduce 
the  cost  and  provide  a  more  efficient  service. 

The  night  soil  is  put  on  agricultural  land  in  situations  approved 
by  the  Council. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Norwich  Corporation  provide  a  piped  supply  of  water  in  the 
parishes  of  Drayton,  Catton,  Hellesdon  and  Sprowston,  and  also 
part  of  the  parish  of  Horsham  St.  Faith  with  Newton  St.  Faith 
near  the  Hellesdon  boundary. 
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In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  a  scheme  for  extending  the  mains 
of  the  Corporation  to  Aylsham,  Stratton  Strawless,  Hevingham  and 
Marsham,  and  the  remaining  parts  of  Horsham  St.  Faith  with 
Newton  St.  Faith.  This  scheme  has  now  been  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  and  the  work  of  extending  the  mains  has  been 
commenced  since  the  end  of  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  greatly  increased  costs  of  labour  and 
materials,  it  was  found  to  be  necessary  to  postpone  the  provision 
of  new  sewers  and  disposal  works  for  the  town  of  Aylsham  for  the 
time  being.  To  proceed  with  this  scheme  at  the  present  time  would 
necessitate  the  raising  of  unbearably  heavy  rates  for  a  number  of 
years. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  a  system  of  sewerage  in  the 
parishes  of  Catton,  Hellesdon,  Sprowston,  and  part  of  the  parish  of 
Horsham  St.  Faith  with  Newton  St.  Faith  is  still  receiving  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  outfall  sewer  ditches  in  the  parishes  of  Cawston  and  Reepham 
were  cleaned  out  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  a  short  length  of  sewer  was  taken  up  and  relaid 
with  larger  pipes  at  Reepham. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  was  met  with  during  the  year. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  a  further  large  number  of  houses  was  erected 
in  the  District.  The  Council  have  a  scheme  for  building  89  houses 
to  re-house  persons  living  in  Clearance  Areas  and  overcrowded 
houses,  and  70  houses  were  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  following  table,  a  number  of  houses 
was  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation,  and  most  of  these  have  since 
been  scheduled  to  be  dealt  with  in  Clearance  Areas  or  by  Demolition 
Orders. 

During  the  year  four  applications  for  grants  under  the  Housing 
(Rural  Workers)  Act  were  made  in  respect  of  18  houses  and  a  total 
sum  of  £1,345  was  promised  to  the  various  owners.  One  scheme 
in  respect  of  five  houses  was  completed  and  a  grant  of  £500  was 
paid.  At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  progress  at  six  houses 
where  a  grant  of  £370  had  been  promised,  and  also  in  the  case  of 
one  house  where  a  grant  of  £75  had  been  made.  The  remaining 
scheme  involving  six  houses  had  not  been  commenced. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  the  passing  of  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938,  by  which  the  Council  will  be 
subsidised  in  erecting  houses  for  agricultural  workers,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  full  advantage  will  be  taken  of  this  facility.
